The trust shown by newspaper deal¬ 
ers when they place their papers on 
a street corner and trust each passing 
customer to leave his coin when he 
takes a paper astonishes many east¬ 
erners and Europeans, but Is a uni¬ 
versal custom in Tacoma and other 
western cities. 

Tnconiu merchants are glad to see 
Mr. Scott when he calls on them and 
when they sometimes suspect their 
scales are in error they will send for 
him.

The money to finance the water 
works will be furnished by the federal 
government ami will be secured by 
revenue bonds which are a lien only 
on the property of the water works 
plant and its earnings. No part catt 
ever le laid or recovered from the 
homes of our is-ople.

Meetings, committees, 
community work and other activities 
that have been suspended during hot 
summer months rc-occupy our time 
and it is often necessary to consider 
short cuts in meat planning and pre¬ 
paration. Main dishes for last min¬ 
ute meals may be varied and inter¬ 
esting and the fact that they are 
quickly prepared need in no way de¬ 
tract from their attractiveness. Din¬ 
ners prepared in half an hour can be 
just as delicious and as nutritious as 
those which have required hours of 
labor. Below are recipes for a variety 
of quick dishes that will lend a help¬ 
ing hand when time is an important 
element. 

Steak With Ketchup Gravy — 

From pan m which steak has been 
browned, pour all except 2 table¬ 
spoons fat. Add 2 tablespoons (lour 
and stir over a slow fire until 
browned. Add 1A cups water, A 
Ctqi Tomato Ketchup, and salt and 
pepper to season. Allow to boil for 
several minutes, stirring frequently. 

Corned Beef Casserole — Cut 2 
cups cooked corned beef in cubes. 
Melt 2 tablespoons butter, add 2 
tablespoons Hour, and % cup milk 
gradually. When thickened, add V4 
cup Chili Sauce, l stalk celery, 
minced, and 2 slices onion. Cook in 
double boiler for 10 minutes. Put 
corned beef in greased casserole, 
pour sauce over it, and cover with 
buttered crumbs. Bake for 20 min¬ 
utes, at 375*F. Serves 4. 

Pork Chops With Spaghetti — 

Sprinkle 6 pork chops generously 
with salt and pepper and brown 
well. Cook slowly until tender. 
Pour off excess fat, push chops to 
one side of frying pan, add one 21- 
oz. can Cooked Spaghetti and allow 
to heat thoroughly. Heap spaghetti 
in center of platter, surround with 
chops and garnish with heart leaves 
of lettuce filled with Frcslt Cucum¬ 
ber Relish.

The Federal fnrm adjustment pro¬ 
gram Is partly guided by the belief 
that exports of agricultural commodi¬ 
ties will not soon recover Its volume 
of live or ten years ago, In the opinion 
of F. D. Farrell, President Kansas 
Agricultural College, writing In the Au¬ 
gust Issue of the American Bankers 
Association Journal. 

“Nobody knows whether the farm 
adjustment program will succeed,” | 
writes Mr. Farrell ’’Us sponsors de¬ 
scribe it frankly as an experiment. It ] 
seeks to socialize agriculture at least | 
to the extent that farmers, In what is 
believed to be the public Interest, will 
restrain their production activities and 
that processors, distributors and con¬ 
sumers will contribute something to¬ 
ward paying farmers for exercising 
this restraint. The adjustment pro¬ 
grams definitely are based on the fact 
that prices are determined primarily 
by supply and demand. They also are 
based on the assumption that the ex¬ 
port business in agricultural commodi¬ 
ties will not soon return to Its volume 
of five or ten years ago. 

Dependence on Public Support 

"The plan offers wheat prices in- j 
surance for 1933, 1934 and 1935, for j 
the domestically consumed portion of j 
the wheat crop. The Insured price Is to 
be sufficiently high to give the do¬ 
mestically consumed portion of the 
wheat crop pre-war purchasing power. | 
If the plan Is as effective as Its spon¬ 
sors hope it will he, the reduction in 
supply may influence wheat prices so 
that the entire wheat crop will have 
pre-war purchasing power. 

“If the adjustment program suc¬ 
ceeds, Its launching probably will mark 
the end of an era of extreme individual¬ 
ism in agriculture in the United 
States,” says Mr. Farrell. 

"Recent fundamental changes led 
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Grant Maddox of Grunt comity 
raised 2000 out of 2003 chicks hutched 
by carefully following every part of 
the clean-chick program prescribed by 
the county ugent. Some poultry raisers 
report losscfi from 20 to 80 percent of 
the chicks. Turkey raisers giving strict 
attention to sanitation and rations re¬ 
port raising 05 peroout of their poults. 


Despite a comparatively unfavorable 
season, more potatoes were grown in 
Casey county than in any previous 
season for many years. Beaus also 
were a good crop, many having been 
grown in corn. Some farmers reported 
their first cornfield beans in 10 years. 


Wheat Acreage Reduction 

The college of agriculture at the 
university of Kentucky, which is in 
charge of organizing the wheat ad- 
justment program iu tlie state, lias 
been officially notified that the secre¬ 
tary of agriculture lias fixed the wheat 
acreage reduction at 15 percent for 
1034 for farmers who sign tlie govern¬ 
ment's wlieul adjustment contract. 

This means that farmers who sign 
the contrnct may grow 85 percent of 
their average acreage during the base 
period of 1030, 1031, and 1882. They 
must grow 54 percent of ilia I acreage, 
and may grow any amount between 
54 and 85 percent. 

If a farmer grew uu average of 20 
acres of wheat iu 1030, 1031, and 1932, 
then lie muy grow 17 acres, after

Open Salad Sandwiches—For each 
serving, remove crusts from 2 small 
slices of white or whole wheat bread. 
Spread each slice of bread with 
Mayonnaise Salad Dressing and 
place side by side on a plate. On one 
slice of bread place a thick slice of 
tomato topped with chopped Stuffed 
Spanish Olives, and on the other, a 
small cuplikc leaf of lettuce con¬ 
taining a well seasoned chicken or 
meat or fish salad. Garnish the salad 
with a quarter of hard cooked egg 
and slices of pickle. 

Frozen Fruit Salad Supreme—

Pack into a pan 
lined with waxed paper, and chill 6 
hours.

Consumption of Sweet Foods 

Linked to Nation’s Morale 


T HE sugar Industry is one of tho 
most important keynotes to recov¬ 
ery in a double sense in the opinion 
of Dr. John Lee Coulter who, in addi¬ 
tion to his duties as a member of the 
United States Tariff Commission, is 
now presiding over the meetings of 
sugar producers and processors in 
their efforts to draw up a code for the 
industry. 

Recovery of the indus¬ 
try is, of course, vitally 
important to the thou¬ 
sands of workers nor¬ 
mally employed in the 
cane sugar refineries 
along the Atlantic, Gulf 
and Pacific Coasts, in the 
cane fields of Florida and 
Louisiana and in the 
beet fields and processing 
plants of tho Middle and 
Far West. Its recovery is 
also important, Dr. Coul¬ 
ter believes because of 
tho psychological contri¬ 
bution its products make 
to the American people 
as a whole. 

“In 1929,” Dr. Coulter 
says, “tho people of the 
United States consumed 14,000,000,000 
pounds of sugar—directly and in 

sweetened foods and beverages. In 1932 
consumptlcn wa.i off 2 , 000 , 000,000 
pounds, or ove. 15 pounds per person. 
Perhaps to a considerable degree the 
happim ; :j of our peoplo in 1029 was 
due *o the sweets they consumed, 
and the decline marks tho difference 
between their i uvMtlon then and to¬ 
day. In any event, i • sweets con¬ 
sumption was a symbol of their hap¬ 
piness. Success of our united effort 
for recovery will make it tho symbol 
again. 

“For a comparatively small number 
of us, happiness lies in such costly 
luxuries as yachts, country places and 
Paris gowns. For millions upon mil¬ 
lions of us, however, it lies in tho 
ability to satisfy our cravings for such 
•maK luxuries as are symbolized by 
the farmer stopping in with his wifo 
at the ice cream parlor when he goes 
into town, by the ability of the stenog¬ 
rapher to have a sundae or ice cream

soda to top off her lunch, by the ability 
of the housewife to serve a special 
dessert upon special occasions. 

“Think what frustration of such 
natural and human cravings has 
meant to the morale of our people 
during the last three years and more. 
Human beings may be able to exist on 
meat and potatoes alone, but it is a 
depressing diet. It pro¬ 
vides no basis for zest 
and joy in life—no will 
to sustain hope or over¬ 
come obstacles. Think 
what the ability to buy a 
penny stick of candy 
means to a child, what 
unhappiness the child’s 
frustration entails. 
Think, too, what it will 
mean in increased em¬ 
ployment in thousands of 
candy, preserving, soft 
drink and ice cream 
plants when we all are 
able to have our “sticks 
of candy” again. 

“Morale is as impor¬ 
tant as physical well-be¬ 
ing. Without it no people 
can move forward to 
greater things. Civilization not only 
reaches a standstill but begins to 
retrogress. That i3 what has been 
happening in this country in re¬ 
cent years. When we see sugar and 
sweets consumption Increasing week 
by week end month by month wo will 
have another indication that the 'New 
Deal' is surely succeeding. America 
will again bo achieving a higher meas¬ 
ure of happiness and success." 

Tho sugar stabilization agreement 
upon which Dr. Coulter is now work¬ 
ing involves many complicated fac¬ 
to.-.; for not only is the mainland in¬ 
dustry t nr rned, but also Hawaii,.

quantities of raw - ane sugar to be 
processed in her refineries. As in all 
the recovery codes the primary object 
is to restore comfort, security and 
purchasing power to tho thousands 
upon thousands of workers tho indus¬ 
try normally employs.

BUREAU OF THE BUDGET 


No legacy Is so rich ns honesty. 


A N EFFORT has been .made 
throughout these discussions of 
the functions of government to show 
where each ngency hns a point of con¬ 
tact with Mr. and Mrs, Public, that Is, 
you and me. Rut there Is one bureau 
which almost never touches nny of us: 
it does not deal with nny of us, and 
does not concern Itsel' about Individ¬ 
ual citizens, except thnt It considers 
the welfare of all collectively ns tax¬ 
payers. 1 refer to the bureau of the 
budget. 

This little known agency Is the focal 
point, however, of all plans and pro¬ 
grams for expenditures of public funds. 
Every government department, bureau 
or commission Is a spending agency, 
and every one of them has to have the 
approval of the bureau of the budget 
before they can even go before n com¬ 
mittee of congress to defend the plans 
they hnve mnde. 

Along about the first of August each 
year, the director of the budget noti¬ 
fies the heads of all governmental es¬ 
tablishments that he will receive “esti¬ 
mates” of expenditures for the fiscal 
year thnt Is to begin In July of the 
following year. The government bud¬ 
get, you will remember, goes to con¬ 
gress when It convenes each Decem¬ 
ber, and upon It all of the appropri¬ 
ations for the succeeding fiscal year 
are based. So the budget director 
begins work about August 1. 

Although each of the spending 
agencies hnve had general plans 
mapped out, they do not translate 
them into dollars and cents until they 
get the advices from the budget di¬ 
rector to submit estimates. The first 
step, therefore. In nny establishment 
Is to fill out the skillfully arranged 
forms with the figures necessary to 
show how much money Is needed or 
desired, and where It Is to go. 

Once these figures are in the hands 
of the budget director and his as¬ 
sistants. they Invite n committee from 
for "hearings"

It Is desirable or necessary to Increase 
the sum available for airplanes for 
the army or whether conditions war¬ 
rant the employing of one additional 
stenographer in the office of the "third 
assistant to the chief of section X" or 
somewhere equally well down the line 
of Importance. It need not be stated 
-that when these heari ng s-. a rA - y om- 
pleted, the budget officials have qboat 
all of the data available concerning 
the next year’s plans. 

While the budget bureau Is making 
up its lists, however, it has to keep 
in mind that the President previously 
has made nn announcement that the 
total of government expenses shall 
not exceed a specific amount. The 
budget biircnu starts work paring down 
the Individual Items In order thnt the 
President’s command shall be obeyed. 
And what a Job It Is! Every estab¬ 
lishment wants to spend ns much 
money ns It cnn get, obviously. It Is 
natural (hat the Individual wants to 
make Ills ngency ns Important and ns 
valuable ns be cnn. All of which 
causes the heads of the spending 
agencies to defend their estimates vig¬ 
orously, to bring all pressure to bear 
thnt they can legitimately accomplish. 
The budget bureau has to act Inde¬ 
pendently, because ordinarily the bud¬ 
get amount Is approximately the totnl 
which congress will appropriate, nnd It 
Is necessary to hold down federal ex¬ 
penditures In the Interest of the tax¬ 
payers. 

The director of the budget confers 
eneh week with the President ns the 
process of paring the estimate goes 
along. 

By nnd by, the director announces 
thnt the budget Is complete, and one 
look at It Is quite convincing ns to 
the truth of his statement for It Is 
usually a volume of about 1,200 pages 
of closely set type. On the one col¬ 
umns Is a list of the purposes for 
which It Is proposed to spend money; 
on the opposite column of the page Is 
the amount, nnd every Item hns Its 
corresponding figure, so you can see 
whether there Is a provision to buy 
n greater or loss number of airplanes 
for the army in the succeeding year 
than was purchased In the last year, 
or whether one department Is going to 
use more paper clips or less. 

It Is nt this point, therefore, thnt 
the bureau of budget attracts public 
attention for the one time of eneh 
year, for tlio budget Is ready to he 
transmitted to congress by the Presi¬ 
dent. And when that happens, the 
great appropriations committee of the 
ijouse of representatives gets Into ac¬ 
tion. It holds another set of hear¬ 
ings to which the representatives of 
the spending agencies are Invited that 
they can speak for themselves. That 
Is, they cnn speak for themselves up 
lo the limit which the budget bureau 
fixed. There Is a law making It a 
criminal offense to ask for more. 

Passage of appropriation hills Is nn 
annual Job In congress, nnd the repre¬ 
sentatives and senators assigned to 
the committees handling them have 
plenty of troubles for outside Inter¬ 
ests can and do get In their work, 
urging and even hounding members 
for Increases in sums or for addi¬ 
tional Items. Vet It has gone on year 
after year with reasonably ratlsfac 
tory results, and the proof Is thnt a 
President hns not refused to sign an 
npproprltlon hill In years.
